ETROIT (Mich.) Oct. 13.—{Exclu- 
Dispatch.] In the destruction 
of the steamer George Stone of 
Cleveland, which went ashore on Grubb 
Reef, near Bar Point, in Lake Eric. 
early this morning, and the loss of six 
of her crew, was enacted one of the 
most thrilling marine tragedies in the 
history of Lake Erie. 
Threatened with death, first by wa- 
ter, and then later by fire which broke 
out, Capt. Paul Howell, together with 
seven members of his crew, deliber- 
ately elected to yield up their lives 
to the raging waters rather than to 
be tortured to more awful death. 
Believing that rescuers could not 
possibly reach them in time, and with 
their ill-fated craft pounding out her 
heart on the jagged reef, the eight 
men entered the ship's yaw! and were 
swept out into a literal maelstrom a 
moment later. Before she had gone 
mere than a hundred yards, the yaw! 
capsized and six of the occupants were 
swept into eternity. The other two 
were picked up ‘y the life-saving crew 
from Bar Pcint in an almost uncon- 
acious an hour later.

EW YORK, Oct. 13.—The principai 
engagement today in the political 
warfare preceding the municipal 
election, was a sensational attack 
n William Gaynor, Democratic 
nominee for Mayor,. by Robert H.

It is the general 
opinion in Washington today 
that the real reason behind the res- 
ignation Charlies R. Crane of Chi- 
cago as Minister to China bas not yet 
been divulged. 
The question is being asked: “Is 
Japan strong enough to dictate the 
man that the United States shall send 
to the Orient?” Minister Crane has 
always been friendly with Russia and 
contributed $5900 to the young Empress 
fund during the war with Japan. He 
also has rigid ideas about Japanese 
encroachment in Manchuria, as affect- 
ing American rights. The official state- 
ment given out by Philander C. Knox, 
Secretary of State, which cited cer- 
tain alleged indiscretions of Mr. Crane 
}as the basis for demanding his resig- 
nation, has not entirely satisfied either 
official or lay Washington that the 
whole of the story should be told.
